CSULB ADMINISTRATION FILLS WITH TEMPORARY FACES 


Three of the five top 
positions on campus 
are now interim.

The prefix “interim” has become 
common in Cal State Long Beach’s ad- 
ministration. 

A wave of interim positions has 
flooded The Beach, resulting from 
a domino effect created by former 
President F. King Alexander’s de- 
parture and former Vice President of 
Student Services Doug Robinson’s

retirement. 

Interim CSULB President Donald 
Para, who was appointed in June, 
said that in his 26 years on campus, 
he has worked under two. interim 
presidents; but he has never seen the 
majority-of the top five administra- 
tive positions in the hands of interim 
staff. 


“Tt’s unusual for sure, but I’m very 


confident that we’re going to hold the 
place together pretty well until a new 
president and a new vice president 
of student services is named,” Para 
said. 

The top three positions currently 
occupied on an interim basis include 
campus president, provost and senior 
vice president for academic affairs as 
well as vice president of student ser- 
vices.

Associate Vice President for Leg- 
islative and External Relations Terri 
Carbaugh said these positions will 
likely remain under interim staff until 
national searches for a new president 
and vice president of student services 
are complete. 

According to Carbaugh, the search 
for a campus president can often take 
anywhere from six months to a year. 


‘The search for a new vice president of 


student services is expected to begin in 
September. 

In addition to the top three spots in 
administration, the interim domino 
effect has trickled down into several 
other positions on campus. 

After Alexander left CSULB, Para 
was moved up from provost to interim 
president and David Dowell, the former 
vice provost of budgets and planning 


and director of strategic planning, was 
chosen to step in for Para as interim 
provost. 

Similarly, Mary Ann Takemoto, 
the former associate vice president for 
student services, was selected to move 
in as interim vice president of student 
services after Robinson retired. Direc- 
tor of the Career Development Center 
Manuel Perez was then selected to take 
over for Takemoto. 

Chair: of the: CSULB Academic 
Senate Daniel. O’Connor, who has 
worked on campus for 19 years, said 
he is confident in the interim adminis- 
tration as Para and Dowell hold more 
than 60 years of experience com- 
bined. 

“They’re not going to be surprised by 
anything,” O’Connor said. “They’ve all 
been associates to the positions ahead 


of them, so they have all had a chance 
to observe the people in the position for 
years prior to assuming the positions 
themselves.” 

After taking over as interim presi- 
dent in June, Para said he has yet to be 
surprised by anything. 

“T know the campus, I’ve dealt with 
the people, I know what we’re about, 
and I know what our mission is,’”’ Para 
said. “I don’t think the forward motion 
of CSULB is going to be impinged. 
We're going to keep doing what we 
need to do.” ; 

O’Connor said the fact that CSULB 
was able to pull staff from within the 
campus community to take over until 
permanent hires are made is a good sign 
for the university. 
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Long Beach Register’s arrival spurs healthy competition 


For the first time in decades, 
Long Beach has become a two- 
newspaper town. 

After being the main source 
of the city’s news for more than a 
century, the well-established Long 
Beach Press-Telegram is now forced 
to share the limelight. 

The Long Beach Register has 
started 
printing 
its first 
issues, 
and now a non-violent war has 
erupted between the rival newspa- 
pers. 

The impending competition for 
subscribers and profits has already 
led to a boost in the quality of writ- 
ten content and more coverage of 
everything Long Beach. 

It turns out that when faced with 
competition, both papers are step- 
ping up their game. 

Although some may see the 
Long Beach Register as a direct 
threat to the Press-Telegram as well 
as the Daily 49er, we welcome the 
challenge that another newspaper 
will bring. 

If we include the Daily 49er, 
Long Beach is actually a three- 
newspaper town with each of us 
fighting for readership and atten- 
tion from Long Beach residents. 

Although it will be difficult to 
compete with the Long Beach Reg- 
ister and Press-Telegram, we will

times. We’re looking to step up our game, too.

Chelsea Manning should receive hormone therapy under law 


Days after receiving a 35-year prison 
sentence for leaking hundreds of thousands 
of classified documents to WikiLeaks, former 
Army private Bradley Manning is back in the 
headlines. 

Ina letter to NBC morning show, “Today,” 
Manning wrote that she is a woman and should be 
referred to as Chelsea Manning. 

“Given the way that I feel, and have felt since 
childhood, I want to begin hormone therapy as 
soon as possible. I hope that you will support me 
in this transition,’ Manning wrote. 

Although Chelsea Manning’s revelation came as 
shock to many, it was not completely unexpected. 

According to NBC, Manning struggled with 
gender identity during her trial and much of 
her life. 

Although a request of such nature is rare 
— especially from someone in prison — it is 
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clear the government should respect Manning’s 
wishes. 

The problem lies, however, on whether tax- 
payers should shoulder the burden of hormone 
therapy. 

Following Manning’s letter, the Army released 
a statement explaining its position on Manning’s 
newest revelations. 

“The Army does not provide 
hormone therapy or sex-reas- 
signment surgery for gender 
identity disorder,” it wrote in - 
a statement. “The [United States Disciplinary 
Barracks] has implemented risk assessment 
protocols and safety procedures to address 
high risk factors identified with the Prison 
Rape Elimination Act.” 

As evidenced by the former quote, it’s clear the 
Army has expressed no desire to fulfill Man- 
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ning’s wishes. 

Although the Army’s position is both logical 
and understandable, a question will likely arise 
about the policy’s fairness. 

Perhaps the Army should re-evaluate its posi- 
tion on Manning. If prisoners are entitled to other 
medical operations or treatments, should Man- 
ning be entitled too? 

A CNN article recently 
addressed questions on the fea- 
sibility of obtaining treatments 


like hormone therapy in prison. 


Recently, some federal courts have allowed 
prisoners to obtain hormone therapy by citing 
the Eighth Amendment. 

The amendment states that no “cruel and 
unusual” punishment should be given to any 
American citizen. : 

Under this statute, many have argued that 
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hormone therapy is necessary and the deprivation 
of such treatment constitutes punishment. 

If Manning wants hormone therapy, she will 
likely have to transfer to a civilian prison. 

If indeed Manning does suffer from gender 
identity disorder, then she is entitled, by law, to 
some form of treatment. 

Depriving Manning of hormone therapy on the 
basis of her crimes or the nature of her request 
would be illegal and illogical. 

Some Americans will likely oppose Man- 
ning’s request on the basis that it is not the 
taxpayers’ obligation to fund such a treat- 
ment. 


However unnatural Manning’s request may ap- 
pear, it is clear that her desire to receive treatment 
is both a legal and human decision.

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United States’ role in 1953 Iranian coup remains controversial 


For the first time in 60 years, the U.S. acknowl- 
edged its role in deposing then-Iranian Prime 
Minister Mohammed Mosaddegq in a coup d’état. 

Recently revealed documents from the Na- 
tional Security Archive detail multiple reasons 
that were used to justify the 1953 coup d’état. 

Although the coup d’état occurred more than 60 
years ago, its profound implications still resonate. 

The overthrow of Mosaddeq clearly prompted the 
degradation of relations between the U.S. and Iran. 

“By the end of 1952, it had become clear that 
the Mossadeq government in Iran was incapable 
of reaching an oil settlement with interested 
Western countries,” begins one of the National 
Security Archive’s documents. “[The Mossadeq 
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government] was governed by irresponsible poli- 
cies based on emotion.” 

The document later stated that the role of 
the CIA’s operation was to prevent Iran from 
succumbing to influence from the Soviet Union. 
Fears of Iran becoming a 
communist nation were 
detailed extensively in the 
recent documents. 

Although the CIA was not the only group who 
participated in the 1953 coup d’état, it’s clear that 
its role was nonetheless controversial. 

Overthrowing a democratically elected govern- 
ment takes a great deal of confidence in knowing that 
it is the only solution to remedy a perceived problem. 
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Whether the 1953 coup d’état left Iran a better, 
more democratic country is an unaswered question. 

Before determining whether the CIA’s role 
in the coup d’état was justified, it’s important to 
understand the state of Iran in 1953. 

According to The New York 
Times, Mossadeq began turning 
heads in the early 1950s when 
a dispute over the armed forces 
with the Shah forced Mossadeq to resign. 

Support for Mossadeq from communists led to 
increased scrutiny from other nations. 

With fears of Iran possibly falling under the 
Soviet Union’s Iron Curtain, opposition forces 
including the CIA took out Mossadeq. 
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If all of the claims — including the statement 
that Mossadeq governed on policies based on 
emotion — that the U.S. held were true, what or 
who gave them the authority to take such action? 

Surely the overthrow of a democratically 
elected president from another country would be 
unheard of today. 

Yes, times were a lot different when the U.S. 
sparred with the Soviet Union throughout the globe. 

The rest of U.S.-Iranian relations is history. 
Furthermore, the 1979 Iranian hostage crisis 
worsened relations between the two countries to a 
point where they have never fully recovered.

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CSULB alumnus looks to ensure safety, stop cuts in Long Beach 


Ricardo Linarez will compete against two 
other CSULB alumni to represent the city’s 
First City Council District.

Cal State-Long Beach alumnus Ri- 
cardo Linarez filed his candidacy for 
Long Beach’s First City Council Dis- 
trict last month, competing against two 
CSULB alumni and another candidate 
in the April 2014 election. 


“T just feel like since I’ve lived in Long 
Beach all my life — I actually grew up 
here in the first district — I’ve seen the 
bad and I’ve seen the good,” Linarez 
said. “I believe that the district now needs 
somebody who was raised here.“ 

He said he looks forward to campaign- 
ing in the community he grew up in. < 

“This is an opportunity that present- 
ed itself, with Robert Garcia deciding 
to run for mayor,” Linarez said. “I’ve 
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been [in Long Beach] almost 30 years, 
and this is just an opportunity for me to 
represent my neighbors.” 

Linarez attended Long Beach Uni- 
fied School District throughout elemen- 
tary and middle school, and he graduat- 
ed from Lakewood High School before 
leaving to join the U.S. Marine Corps. 

When he returned eight years later, 
he was appointed to the citizen’s police 
commission under former Mayor Bev- 
erly O’Neill and became involved in 
other various community associations. 
He later pursued his studies at Long 
Beach City College before transferring 
to CSULB, where he earned a degree in 
communications in 2010. 

During his time at CSULB, Linarez 
worked in University Outreach and School 
Relations and was a member of Lambda 
Theta Phi, a Latin fraternity on campus. 

“I was one of the older students at 
CSULB, but I was still able to relate to both 
the younger students as well as the older 
students there,’ Linarez said. “CSULB 
provides really good networks ... I got 
really involved in CSULB with Lambda 
Theta Phi in their big annual Thanksgiv- 
ing outreach, where we fundraised to pur- 
chase Thanksgiving dinners for families 
throughout Southern California.” 

Linarez, a 37-year-old father of two, 
also ran for a seat on the Long Beach 
Unified School District Board of Edu- 
cation last year, but he lost against in- 
cumbent Felton Williams despite being 
supported by the Teacher’s Association 
of Long Beach. 

During Linarez’s campaign last year, 
he received endorsements from various 
city officials and community members, 
including Long Beach City College 
counselor Javier Villasefior: 


“As a former student at [LBCC], P've 


seen his leadership abilities, working 
in the community as well as working 
with council members,” Villasefior said 
of Linarez. “He’s a parent... so he’s in- 
vested in the community — his passion 
is reflected by all the people who sup- 
port him all the time.” 

Linarez said running a campaign to 
become a candidate for city council was 
a.natural step for him. 

Wearing a number of hats, he cur- 
rently serves Long Beach as the senior 
field deputy for Long Beach City Coun- 
cil District 9, vice president of program- 
ming for the Long Beach Democratic 
Club and California State Delegate for 
the 70th Assembly District. 

Linarez said once elected, the first 
thing on his agenda is to ensure that the 
community’s safety and proper infra-

structure is in place. 

“We need to focus on our neighbor- 
hood,” he said. “Let’s make sure we 
have enough police officers, enough 
firemen and firewomen, make sure they 
have the technology so that they can 
serve our community... and that side- 
walks and streets are repaired.” 

Linarez said he would like to approach 
the Long Beach city budget as a challenge 
to stop cuts on fire departments, police 
departments, library services and parks. 

“If we’re going to make cuts, we 
should look at other departments and 
then focus on revenue because if we can 
generate more, we don’t have to worry 
about making cuts,” Linarez said. “I also 
want to work on getting the community 
more involved in neighborhood projects, 
clean-ups, working with different agen- 
cies ... If we all work together, I think 
we can solve the problems we have and 


-make Long Beach a better place.” 
.-- Linarez said he met his contender Ja- 


son Aula while attending CSULB, but 
that they have different perspectives. 

“He’s a nice guy, but we just have dif- 
ferent political views, different political 
ideals and values, so our approaches are 
going to be different,” Linarez said. 

He also said he differs from past city 
council members because he grew up in 
the district he’d like to represent. 

“The first district hasn’t had anyone 
who actually grew up here to be elect- 
ed into city council,” Linarez said. “I 
mean, people generally move into a dis- 
trict and then run as opposed to actually 
growing up in the neighborhood they’re 
being elected in.”

Para and Dowell seea 
promising future for 
The Beach.

The curtains opened to an almost- 
full Carpenter Performing Arts Cen- 
ter Friday morning as award-winning 
jazz ensemble Pacific Standard Time 
kicked off the 2013 Annual Convoca- 
tion while singing, “The sunshine is 
lighting the way for a new day.” 

The lyrics’ theme was echoed in mes- 
sages from Cal State Long Beach ad- 
ministrators and other speakers at the 
event. 

Many emphasized that even with the 
departure of multiple campus leaders, 
including former CSULB President F. 
King Alexander, the university is still 
on the path to success. 

As he spoke at the convocation, As- 
sociated Students Inc. President John 
Haberstroh touched on the university’s 
turnover in leadership this year. 

Since Alexander left in June, In- 
terim President Donald Para has filled 
his shoes while David Dowell stepped 
into Para’s former position of provost 
and senior vice president for academic 
affairs. 

“An object in motion tends to stay in 
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motion, and an object at rest tends to 
stay at rest,” Haberstroh said. “CSULB 
is certainly not an institution that has 
any plans to rest on its glory.” 

According to Para, the university 
lost 30 percent of its revenue due to cuts 
over the years, but Dowell said CSULB 
has. been able to push through “this 
challenging time.” 

“Although our losses have not been 
fully restored, our budget outlook is 
stable and moderately improving,” 
Dowell said. “We have the least stu- 
dent loan debt in the nation, Security 
Magazine says we are the seventh most 
secure campus in the United States and 
the fifth largest number of applications 
received among all universities.” 

Chair of the CSULB Academic Sen- 
ate Daniel O’ Connor said that although 
more than half of the top administra- 
tive positions in the university are on 
interim status, CSULB is “in very good 
hands.” He emphasized that combined, 
Para and Dowell have more than 60 
years of experience on campus. 

“We are all on the same page, and it 
will be a great year for this university,” 
O’Connor said. 

Para said the university plays an 
important role in Long Beach and 
throughout the country. 

“CSULB matters to the commu- 
nity, state and the nation,” Para said. 
“Our university has a low cost, high 
quality education. We have outstand- 
ing students along with talented and 
dedicated faculty that make this uni-

versity what it is ... This university 
has succeeded and will continue to 
succeed.” 

ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin 
said this year’s convocation revealed 
a more positive outlook than last 
year’s, particularly because Proposi- 
tion 30 still loomed over the Cal State 


University system then. 


Prop. 30, passed in November, pro- 
vided increased state funding and pre- 
vented a $250 million trigger cut to the 
CSU. At this time last year, the CSU 
didn’t know if Prop. 30 would pass or 
if the multi-million dollar cut was com- 
ing its way.

“Before Prop. 30 was passed, there 
was a lot of uncertainty,” Bolin said. 

Haberstroh agreed, saying he be- 
lieves the upcoming year will be a suc- 
cessful one.

Many concert-goers are crammed 
into musky concert venues, drowning 
in a mob of sweaty, stinky fans, but fora 
third year, reggae lovers can enjoy mu- 
sic in the sunshine at the Shoreline Jam. 

The reggae rock music festival will 
take place at the Queen Mary Events 
Park, transforming the open grass area 
into a hub for live music, fun games like 
beer pong and a tasty selection of food. 

There will be two parallel stages 
set up along the waterfront, featuring 
bands like The Expendables, Fishbone 
and Tomorrow’s Bad Seeds. Food ven- 
dors will be lined up near the back of 
the park, enclosing the two stages with 
room for other activities to take place 
on the lawn. 

With the festival returning for its 
third year, Senior Entertainment Event 
Manager of the Queen Mary, Charity 
Hill, said there would be improvements 
to this year’s festival, such as addition- 
al vendors, as well as allowing picnic 
blankets so people can camp out, creat- 
ing a similar atmosphere to that of the 
Hollywood Bowl. 

“We left the front open for stand- 
ing room to make sure that people who 
want to have a full concert experience 
can,” Hill said, “but we also want to

balance the idea of the way the Holly- 
wood Bowl does it where you can pic- 
nic along the back.” 

According to Hill, the music lineup 
has evolved over the years, yet it was 
most enthusing during its first year 
when it included mainstream reggae- 
rock bands like Pepper. 

Originally from Kailua Kona, Ha- 
waii, Pepper returns for the second time 
to headline this year’s event. 

Drummer Yosed Williams said be- 
sides loving Long Beach for its “special 
something in the air,” the band has an 
intimate connection to the city because 
it’s one of the first places at which they 
ever performed. 


“You have to understand that when 
we first moved from Kona in 1999, one 
of our first concerts we went to was 
a reggae festival at the Queen Mary 
Park,” Williams said. “It was one of our 
first concerts in the mainland with our 
heads spinning because of the culture 
shock — to go from there and then be- 
ing on the [Shoreline Jam], headlining 
for a second time, the whole nostalgia 
of it is a dream come true.” 

Williams recalled their performance 
at the first Shoreline Jam as one of “the 
most memorable crowds” within the 
band’s past few years, and they are ex- 
pecting another outstanding show this 
time around.

The first event resulted in a sold out 
festival, and Hill believes this year 
won't be any different. She said that ev- 
ery event they hold at the Queen Mary 
makes Long Beach that much more 
prominent in the music community. 

“Tt’s a very music driven community,” 
Hill said. “It’s kind of drawing aware- 
ness to our artistic side by bringing a 
whole bunch of people and a different 
demographic that don’t really come into 
Long Beach for entertainment.”

2013 was no different, as the current 
squad defeated the alumni in straight 
sets — 25-16, 25-18, 25-13 — Friday 
night as 49ers from the last 30 years re- 
turned home. 

The match signified more to LBSU’ 
than a final tune-up before competitive 
play begins on Friday. It also marked 
Haleigh Hampton’s return to the court 
after she missed all of last season due to 
a shoulder injury. 

“Tt feels really great,” the junior mid- 
dle blocker said. “Tonight was a great 
opportunity to gel a little bit before a 
huge opening weekend.

Hampton showed no signs of rust 
in her return, providing a multitude of 
blocks and kills throughout the contest.

Defense may win championships, 
but it apparently doesn’t win season 
openers. 

The Long Beach State women’s soccer 
team relied heavily upon a stout defense 
throughout its season-opening game 
against Northern Arizona, but it couldn’t 
provide offensive support in a 1-0 loss. 

The 49er backfield of Marie MacK- 
enzie, Taylor Nelson, Mimi Akaogi and 
Melanie Fox kept the Lumberjack for- 
wards from mounting an attack for most 
of the match’s 90 minutes, allowing only 
four shots for the entirety of the game. 

An intercepted pass in the 46th min- 
ute of Friday night’s game was just 
about the only mistake made by the 
LBSU defense, which featured none of 
the starting defenders from last year’s 
team. The only returning starters that 
played in the back line were Nelson and 
MacKenzie, and they were both mid- 
fielders previously. 

Despite having a reconstructed de- 
fense, it’s clear that keeping the ball 
out of the goal will be a strong point for 
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The Beach this season. 

“Our defense and midfield were very 
strong,” sophomore forward Elizabeth 
Lyons said. “It’s just that final pass we 
need to work on.” 

Had the 49ers scored on even a tenth 
of their opportunities, they would have 
left George Allen Field with a win. The 
Lumberjacks had one good opportu- 
nity, and it was all they needed. They 
didn’t have any corner kicks or well- 
positioned free kicks, but they did take 
advantage of the one scoring chance 
that they got. 

Just more than a minute after the 
start of the second half, a botched 


pass in the 49er backfield allowed the 
NAU forwards to create a one-on-one 
matchup with LBSU goalkeeper Ash- 
ton McKeown. It was McKeown’s only 
chance of the game to make a save, and 
it wouldn’t have been easy: she was left 
guessing, and the goal was scored from 
penalty-kick range. 

The single slip-up ultimately deter- 
mined the outcome of the game for the 
49ers, but as a whole, it was a promis- 
ing performance for a unit that could 
have been a major liability for the team 
this year. 

NAU wasn’t the strongest of opponents 
(it went 5-9-5 as a member of the Big 
Sky Conference in 2012), so The Beach 
will certainly get a better idea of where 
it stands when it visits West Coast Con- 
ference power Santa Clara this weekend. 
But with a new team in a new season, a 
strong performance by a rebuilt defense 
is a good sign for the future.
